graved within a shallow border. Dr. Cullen
states that this good-condoct discharge is re-
markable as being of the time o! Vespasian, and
being a Pretorian guard's diploma, of which
Cardinali only records four, and thoss all of
Inter date. The other class, given to troops of
the line and aoxiliaries, is mord numerons: and
there are nearly forty of them, runging from
Claudins to Maximns,  Dr. Cullen points out ns
pecullar the words fribuo and subject, Instead of
the sulijecimus of the later forms, Vespasian not
having adopted the imperial plural style for
these dosuments.  Dr. Cullen huag paid much
attention to the areheology of the Lower Dann-
bian districts.
